Wage Cut Affects Thousands

BOSTON, Mass., Nov. 23.—The 10 


per cent reduction in wages in the cot- 
ton mills of southern New England 
went into effect today, the cut affect- 
ing fully 115,000 operatives. 
From re- 


turns received today practically all of 
the mills of southern and central Mas- 
sachusetts, Rhode Island and eastern 
Connecticut reduced the schedule of 
wages to that in force prior to the 
general increase m,ade in 1902. 


The reduction was long expected by 


the operatives and no serious trouble 
is anticipated, though there is general 
dissatisfaction 
among 
the workers', 


particularly in the Fall River district. 
The reduction means a loss in wages 
of 
between $5,000,000 and .$6,000,000 


annually among the cotton mill opera- 
tives.

•who is a recognized leadei of the party in his state, and 
who Is said to be a close friend of President Roosevelt's, 
has been indicted for accepting a fee for the use of his in- 
fluence in secui ing the appointment of one Jacob Fisher 
as postmaster of Hastings, Nebiaska. 


Of course, the indictment does not prove that Dietrich 


is guilty. The law in its regard foi the life and liberty of 
a citizen mercifully piesumes every man to be Innocent 
of crime until nils guilt is pto\ed beyond a reasonable 
doubt. Still, outside of the courtioom m the gieat forum 
of the people, there is a widespread and well-founded be- 
lief that men ate seldom indicted for crime in the absence 
of a strong showing of guilt 
To justify un indictment 


there should be and generally is a p>-ima facie case against 
the \ accused. 
This is especially true where the partyi 


charged is a man of pi eminence and influence, as in the 
present case 


Dietrich denies his guilt, which is to iDe expected, and 


asserts that the prosecution is the work of political ene- 
mies, not as it appears, Democrats or Populists, but ene- 
mies within the Senator's own party 
He accuses thp 


United States Distuct Attorney of being animated by a 
spirit of ill-Willl 
On the other hand it appears from the 


conespondence between that official and the Department 
of Justice at "Washington, that Dietrich would have been 
indicted many months ago had not the Distuct Attorney 


'used his influence with the Giand Jury tn prevent it, 


for which antei faience he was sharply censured by the At- 
torney General _ A subsequent Grand Jury took up the 
case and foxind an indictment. 


In his le'-tei to the Depattment of Justice, the District 


Attoiney states that this is only one of the seveial in- 
stances of couuption in the appointment of Nebiaska 
postmasteis, but whether these othei cases also involve 
Dietuch does not appear 


Dletmch's exportation, if tine, proves hrs own personal 


status, but it puts his party in a most awkwaid position 
Tf the conditions are such that as a meie matter of poli- 
tical spite two successive Fedeial Giand Juries, presum- 
ably composed of representative citizens, are prepared to 
indiict a United States Senator for criminal misconduct 
in connection with his public duty, then, indeed, Nebraska 
Republicanism must be in a bad way 


In any aspect of the matter the scandal rs one of the 


ugliest of recent years 
If Dietrich is guilty, so is the 


postmaster who is involved, and if there are other similar 
cases, as the District Attorney says, it shows a breadth and 
depth of coriuption among the Republican leaders of that 
state which should hurl the party from power there at 
the very next election 
If on the other hapcl Senator Diet- 


rich is the victim of a far leaching political conspiracy 'in ~ 
the household of his friends, then must it be true that
